This report must 
be submitted to the Allen County Auditor’s Office and the City of 
Fort Wayne’s Department of Economic Development and must be 
included in the deduction application. For subsequent years, the 
performance report must be updated within sixty days after the end 
of each year in which the deduction is applicable.
